HE GREW DESPERATE 


And Resorted to Suicide to End His 
Troubles. 

JACKSON, Miss., February 16.—[Special.]— 
Benjamin F’. Wilson, for years a well-known 
New Orleans drummer, the late proprietor 
ofthe Windsor hotel, was found dead today 
under circumstances which leave nodoubt that 
it was a suicide. He failed in the hotel busi- 
ness several weeks since, and the house has 
been Closed. Wilson was coming and going 
since, but occupying a room on the. ground 
floor when here. He had not been seen since 
Friday, and it was supposed that he was in 
New Orleans. 

The. discovery was made by the watchman, 
who was passing through the halls of the va- 
cant hotel and detected a horriblé odor coming 
from room twelve. Looking over the transom 
light he discovered Mr. Wilson’s body in an 
advanced stage of decomposition. The coro- 
ner’s jury found that he had undressed and 
gone to bed as if only preparing for sleep, but 
found a glass with a white sediment at the 
bottom which proved to be morphine. No 
message was left, and the fact that he left his 
room and sought an unoccupied and secluded 
quarter makes it certain that his death was 
premeditated, and was no doubt the result of 
mental depression caused by business troubles. 
He was an Israelite and his family resides at 
Hazlehurst.

TWO BOLD ASSAULTS 
Made by Negroes in Brunswick Last 
Night. 

BRUNSWICK, Ga., February 16.—[Special.]— 
At9 o’clock tonight, just as one of the Hudson 
brothers was preparing to close his grocery 
store on Amherst street, three negroes walked 
in, one a mulatto, two blacks. One of the 
blacks put a big pistol to Hudson’s head, and 
said to his companions, ‘‘Now go through the 
store as quickly as possible.”’ 

The two men went to work. One of them 
pulled out the till, took the cash—something 
over $20—while the other gathered up a load of 
provisions. The man with the pistol then said: 
**Put down your hands, and don’t move until 
we get out.’”’ ‘The men then backed out with 
the pistol still pointing at Hudson, and made 
their escape in the darkness. 

At 10 o'clock tonight two big negro robbers 
went into F. A. Fizgerald’s grocery, on Bay 
Street, and robbed him under the glare of two 
electric lights, while the street outside was 
thronged with pedestrians. One negro stood 
in the doorway, and immediately after Police- 
man Jim DuBose passed on his beat, the 
watch whistled to his pal, and he then 
drew two revolvers and placed them in Fitz- 
gor face, saying: ‘‘Hold up your hands or 

will blow your brains out.” Hands went 
up. The negroesthen went through the store 
and got $16in cash and some goods. They 
afterward walked out in the street and disap- 
peared in the darkness.

A COWARDLY ASSASSINATION. 
Planter 


A Prominent Georgia Set 


“OUpén. 

BRUNSWICK, Ga., February 16.—[* »ecial.]—N. H. 
Barnwell, one of Georgia’s most extensive rice 
planters, and one of Glynn’s wealthiest and most 
prominent citizens, was assassinated Saturday 
night. His farm is thirteen miles from Bruns- 
wick, on the Altamaha river. He haa a 
large mumber of hands iin his wsm- 
ploy, and pays them off every Saturiay night. 
It was known by all of his employes that he 
generaily went to his store witha big amount of 
money every Saturday night. He left his resi- 
dence at 8 o’clock, last Saturday night, with $1,750 
ins''veron his person. The store is 300 yards 
from the residence. The path fromene to the 
other runs through a dense forest. As iy. Barn- 
well passed a large pine log, lying beside 
the path, some unknown person sprang up, 
placed a double barreled shotgun in his face and 
fired. Mr. Barnwell sank to his knees and cried, 
‘My God, I am shot, help!’ This must have 
frightened the would-be assassin, as he swiftly 
ran away. Help cameand Mr. Barnwell was car- 
ried to his home. 

An examination showed that his scalp had been 
torn off. A messenger came to this city yester- 
day and Dr. Burford went to dress the painful 
wounds. The sheriffand his deputy immediately 
drove to the scene, and are now scouring the 
woods for the assassin. 


IT WAS A FAMILY FRACAS, 


In Which Pistol and Shotgun Both Played 
- a Part. 

CHARLOTTE, N. C., February 16.—[{Special.]— 
George Shaw, who resides four miles west of Lin- 
colnton, was committed to jail at Lincolnton yes- 
terday, on a peace warrant, sworn out by Alonzo 
Wilson. While Shaw was whipping his step- 
daughter last Thursday night, her husband, 
Wilson, appeared on the scene, and fired a pistol 
ball into .Shaw’s shoulder. Wilson pursued him 
up the stairway, where he secureda shotgun and 
poured the contents into his shoulder. He then 
bent the gun barrel over Shaw’s head and escaped 
out of a window. Wilson gave bond for his ap- 
pearance at the superior court.

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IN HIS OWN DEFENSE. 


MATT QUAY ANSWERS CERTAIN 
CHARGES , 


OF CORRUPTION AND BRIBERY, 


He Tells of His Stock Dealings and Heavy 
Reverses of Fortune—Says He Is Not @ 
Rich Man—Denies the Charges. ~ 


WASHINGTON, February 16.—[Special.]— 
Senator Matthew Stanley Quay, delivered 
himself of hismuchly advised speech this after- 
noon, in denial of the charges that have been 
preferred jagainst him within the past two 
years. 

He repeated each and every charge, and de- 
nounced them separately as base and absolute 
falsehoods. The fact that he would read *the 
denial prepared two weeks ago, and then @ut- 
lined in these dispatches, this afternoon, W@s 
aunounced in the local papers this mormiag- 
Naturally every one wanted to hear himyg for 
there were to be two features of interest. 
First, every one was anxious to hear whaé he 
would deny, and how he would deny. Second, 
it was to be his first or maiden speech in the 
senate, and everybody was anxious to see him 
in the roll of orator. : 

AS a consequence, it seemed that ped 
in Washington tried to crowd into the caphtel. 
An executive session of three hours, during 
which the crowds were driven from the se 
end of the capitol, tired many of the vi 
out, but when the doors of the gallery werg Te 
opened at 5 o’clock, hundreds crowded | 
them, and, whenhe arose to speak, y 
every senator was in his seat, and the galleries, 
were packed as closely as though Ingalls was 
to be the orator of the day. é 

Quay wore a black Prince Albert coat, Dut 
toned closely around his collar. As Le #@* 
dressed the president he held his manusdyipt 
in his hand, and at once commenced reading it 
in a tone so low that his words could not be, 
distinctly heard in the galleries. When 
concluded there was no demonstration, net & 
word was said. No congratulations were ol 
fered. 4‘: 
The senators simply wheeled their cha 
and settled down to routine business, while 
the spectators in the gaileries silently, @~ 
persed. It reminded one of- a scene in cours, 
where a crowd gathers to hear a noted crimi- 
nal enter his plea, The plea of ‘‘not guilty” 
was entered.

“The people is the jury,’’ Mr, Quay said. 

“The first assertion concerning my official 
acts is that at some time, or continuously be- 
tween the years of 1879 and 1882, I alone, or 
acting with another or others, used moneysgot 
the state of Pennsylvania for speculativé ‘or 
private purposes, I denouncé this statement 
as absolutely false. In 1877 the demognatic 
party of Pennsylvania elected a state treasurer 
and an auditor, general financial officers off 
common wealth. A year or two hater, 
their terms of office, I became engaged 
operations. 

SUPPLIED HIS PARTNER’S SHORTAGE, © 

‘In some transactions, I was agsociated and 
jointly interested with the gentleman who 
atthat time cashierof the state) treasury. 
These transactions proved seriously disastraus * 
and I was compelled te pay@. portion” o. Ort 
losses avs "ellas my own. In doirg this it be- 
came necessary to supply an alleged deficiency 
he had caused in the treasury. As a portion of 
the fund for this purpose, I borrowed $100,- 
000 from the gentleman who is at present my 
colleague in the senate. I gave him my judg- 
ment note therefor, the amount of which note 
Ipaidto him dollar for dollar, years ago. 

‘Not unti’ .» beginning of the settlement 
of our losses was I aware that a deficiency 6x- 
‘sted, and I had every assurance that my asso- 
ciate was able to carry his share o* the losses. 
My connection thereafter was simply with the 
aid of friends to raise the necessary funds to 
supply the deficit. , 

HIS STREET RAILWAY SPECULATION. 

‘Tt is charged that again I used moneys be- 
longing to the commonwealth of Pennsylvania 
to purchase bonds or stock, or both, of the 
Chicago street railway. I was invited by 
friends in Philadelphia to join in the purchase 
of the street railway , roperty in Chicago, and 
did so, borrowing money upon my own col- 
lateral from the leople’s bank, ia Philadel- 
phia. I stood upon the samo footing with the 


| other gentlemen concerned, and it was a per- 


fectly straight-forward business transaction, 
and had no contectionin anyway with any 
public fund or public interest. 

The charge that securities belonging to the 
state of Pennsylvania were used in this trans- 
action is false andimpossible of the truth. The 
only negotiable securities held by the state of 
Pennsylvania are registered bonds of the 
United States, transferable only on the books 
of the national treasury by the auditor general, 
secretary of the commonwealth and the state 
treasurer, acting conjointly, after having filed 
a certificate with the governor in their official 
character. 

NEVER SWINDLED THE WIDOW. 

Collateral to this last accusation is the charge 


that I defrauded or attempted to defraud the 
widow of a deceased friend. This also is abso- 
lutely false. There breathes not upon the 
earth a man or woman who can truthfully say 
that I ever defrauded, or attempted to defraud, 
him orher of adollar.. Upon this point charity 
to the dead and to the living forbids my making 
any personal explanation. Samuel Gustine 
Thomson, a member of the Philadelphia bar 
and president of the Young Mens’ Democratic 
Association of that city, is one of several thor- 
oughly conversant w. \@ facts, who can give 
them to the public i ee proper. 
WHY HE VO oR PARDON. 

“T come now to *hsé might be called the 
fourth gronnd of criticism of my public con- 
duct. This was my action as a member of the 
board of pardons of Pennsylvania in voting for 
the pardon of certain members of the Penn- 
sylvania legislature and others, upon whom 
sentence had been passed for bribery.” 

Mr. Quay’s explanation was, in brief, that 
he acted according to the written opinion of 
the attorney general, which was filed along 
with the decision of the pardon board and he 
would do the same thing again. Incidentally 
tothe subject Mr. Quay denounced as lies, 
without the shadow of foundation, the charges 
that he had by threats procured the pardon cf 
a man named Lynch andthe ‘‘wondrous lyric’”’ 
of his escape from the Pittsburg rioters in 1877 
under the tutelage of Dailzell, Mr. Quay then 


proceeded : 
THE CHARGES OF BRIBERY. 


It is necessary to pass history somewhat an- 
cient in order to dispose of the nebulous charge 
of bribery and corruption as a member of the 
Pennsylvania legislature, nearly twenty-five 
years ago, in connection with an action for 
libel against the then editor of The Pittsburg 
Commercial. With characteristic malignitys 
my assailants have been careful to emphasize 
the fact that the case was never pushed for 
trial. They fail to state that the libel was re- 


'gracted, and that the defendants pleaded nolo 
_ contendere, paying the costs of the case and 
the fees of counsel 
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NOT A RICH MAN 
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liminary hearing an effort was made to show 
that I was a rich man, the innuendo being 
that my wealth was unlawfully acquired. I 
had been prothonotary of Beaver county from 
1856 to 1861, when I resigned to go into the 
union army ; had served as private secretary to 
Governor Curtin; as military agent of the 
state in this city; as chief of the state depart- 
ment of transportation and telegraph, and for 
three terms had been a member of the Penn- 
sylvania legislature. My recollection is that 
the examination disclosed the fact that after 
nearly twelve years of industry and oppor- 
tunity, my fortune was about $8,000.” 
NEVER DISBURSED CORRUPTION FUNDS. 

The charge that he had once attempted to 
bribe a internal revenue supervisor, Mr. Quay 
denounced as a malicious falsehood, and in the 
Same sweeping manner characterized the as- 


sertions that he had disbursed a corruption 


fund raised to defeat high license and had 
brought about the defeat of the prohibition 
amendment to the constitution of Pennsyl- 
Vania. Mr. Quay concluded: 

“T have endeavored to make this utterance 
complete, even at the cost of the time of the 
senate and the weariness of the senators. 
I have endeavored to answer every 
specific charge of misfeasance or malfeasance, 
that could be extracted from a careful perusal 
of the mass of direct falsehood, confused 
statements, innuendo, insinuationjand cunning 
implication, that with an industry worthy of 
@ better cause has been gathered together for 
my destruction. I deny them in seriatim and 
in toto, . They are false and foul to the core. 


THE ALARM OF FIRE. 


A Hospital Destroyed—Scenes of Confusion 
—Record of the Flames. | 
Rocnesrer, N. Y., February 16.—St. Mary’s 
hospital was destroyed by fire last night. Loss 
$65,000. Fireman Frank Jayne was fatally 
hurt by falling from a ladder. None of the 
patients were injured. There were in the hos- 
pital yesterday 300 patients, nineteen sisters 
and fully that number of employes. The in- 
mates were in all stages of disease and many 
were unable to get from their beds. Immedi- 
ately the fire was discovered and an alarm 
given a scene of the wildest confusion ensued. 
The corridors were filled with a terrified 
crowd of patients,Jsome clad only in night 
clothes and all trembling in abject terror. 

‘ They were gli asleep when the gong sounded 
its warning, butit was the work of only a 
moment for the sisters to clothe themselves in 

* their black robes. 
Never before have women worked more 
nobly than did these gentle sisters. They 
were everywhere, regardless of personal com- 
fort or safety, and to them alone should go the 
major portion of the credit of saving the lives 
of the patients. The insurance on the hospital 
building is $20,000, or $22,000, divided between 
. three different companies. The entire build- 
ing had just been repaired and $30,000 worth 
of beds and bedding been putin. The hospital 
was three stories, astgne structure from the 
main entrance on eb wiaine extending on 
either side alongthe wing, with a tower at the 
end; beyond the east part of the building, a 
wing extended sodth on Genesee street. 
Nothing but some blackened walls remain this 


morning.

WIND UP. 


THE TERMS OF CLOSING PUBLISHED. 


The Directors Determine That the Company 
Shall Hereafter Confine its Operations 
to Manufacturing Exclusively. 

CoLumsns, Ga., February 16.—[{Special.]— 
Very important action in the Eagle and Phe- 
nix affairs has been taken inan address, which 
will be published tomorrow to the stockholders 
and depositors, announcing that the company 
has decided to contine their operations strict- 
ly to manufacturing, and will wind up the 
affairs of the savings department. 

This department was established under an 
act of the legislature of the state of Georgia, 
passed in 1873, by which the company was 
authorized to establish a savings department 
in connection with the business of the com- 
pany, and receive money on deposit from 
the employes of the company and oth- 
ers, and _ also to issue certificases 
of deposit equal to the amount actnally depos- 
ited in sums of $5, $2 and $1, which may be 
payable to the holder and circulated. As there 
was nO savings bank in this part of the 
state, and there was great scarcity of 
currency, and it was the object of the 
directors tosupply both these wants, the en- 
tire capital stock and property of the company, 
under this act, was pledged, and every stock- 
holder made individually liable for the ulti- 
mate payment of depositors. No savings bank 
in the United States contains such stringent 
provisions for the protection of depositors, and 
in none is money more secure. 

As the money has been invested it of course, 
can’t be paid out at once, and the directors 
propose to issue company bonds, bearing 6 
per cent interest, and to be secured by a mort- 
gage on the mills and machinery worth alone 
largely more than the whole amount 
due depositors, and to keep all the property 
insured toan amount equal to outstanding 
bonds, for the benefit of the bondholders. 
These bonds will be first offered to depositors 
at par, and, as they are just as secure and bear 
1 per cent more interest than deposits, it is 
believed that depositors in general will accept 
them. But those who prefer money will be 
paid just as rapidly as the bonds are sold.

The principal stock was held by 
Frank Colzoy and Alex Yonng, who occupy 
positions in the Eagle and Phenix, and who 
have disposed their entire interest to the lat- 
ter. The mills will be enlarged and improved 
and be oporated by the Eagle and Phenix.

All incoming passéngers will get off at Hen- 
derson’s store, and will come in on the dummy 
line, being delivered at the union depot, both 
passengers and baggage. The Metropolitan 
company agrees to take these passengers at 5 
cents apiece. Coupons will be attached to 
each ticket of the Atlanta and Florida road. 

They really get to the union depot belore 
the East Tennessee road, which is pecuniarily 
interested in the depot, and will have all the 
advantages of the depot except the cover. 

It is said that the East Tennessee will come 
into the union depot before long, but one of the 
Western and Atlantic railroad men said yes- 
terday, with a wink, ‘‘when they get in there, 
let me know,” which means that the thing is 
not settled yet. In other words, the Louis- 
ville and Nashville and the East Tennessee 
are competitors, and the former is working 
the East Tennessee for all it is worth, with the 
advantage of the situation. : 

It seems rather strange that the railroad men 
do not want the East Tennessee to come into 
the depot. They seem to be gratified that the 
Atlanta and Florida is in, but everything is 
done to keep the East Tennessee out. A lit- 
tle judicious management on the part of the 
East Tennessee road would probably take out 
some of the kinks. 

However, the Atlanta and Floridais to be 
congratulated on its splendid connection. 
Parties now wishing to goto Fort Valley will 
have an admirable opportunity to patronize 
this road, and they should do it. 

After today the Atlanta and Florida will 
stop running trains into the East Tennessee 
depot.

R. DEVOTIE, 


One of the Most Venerable Preachers of the 
Baptist Church. 

GRIFFIN, Ga., February 16.—{Special.]—Dr. J. 
H. DeVatie is dead. * 

This news will be read with sorrow by hundreds 
of people throughout this state and Alabama and 
by members of the Baptist church everywhere. 

Dr. DeVotie was born in Oneida county, New 
York, September 24, 1814. He moved to 
Savannah, Ga., with an i uncle when 
he was seventeen years of age. At 
nineteen he joined the Baptist church, and he im- 
mediately entered Furman Theological seminary, 
South Carolina, where he pursued the prescribed 
course of studyin divinity. In October, 1832, he 
was licensed to preach, and from that time until 
1877 he served a nuipber of churches in Alabama 
and Georgia. 

Dr. DeV otie has been twice married. First to 
Miss C. M. Noble, of Montgomery, Ala., who died 
in Griffin, October 21st, 872.

And Wants to Become the Railroad Center 
of Georgia. 

ATHENS, Ga., February 16.—{Special.}|—The Ban- 
ner is outin the morning with a new railroad 
cheme, and itis heartily endorsed by the citi- 
ens. It seems to be a very feasible one. The 
Georgia, Carolina and Northern is going to build 
a road from Macon to Elberton, so it is said.

A northern correspondent who recently 
visited north Alabama and East Tennessee, 
when asked the cause of the stop- 
page af twenty iron furnaces 
in Pennsylvania and Ohio said that 
it was caused by the difference of 
wages in northern and southern furnaces. 
He found in Birmingham that the, average 
wages were $1.60 per day. The best men re- 
ceived $3, while the unskilled negroes re- 
geived 50 cents per day. Millions of negroes, 
used to hard labor, are willing to work for 
the same wages in the furnaces that they 
get in the fields. In the northern furnaces 
3,000 of Carnegie’s workmen average $3 per 
day, puddiers $5, while unskilled Hun- 
garians get $1.50. With this discrepancy in 
wages the northern furnace owners cannot 
compete'with those in the south, and they 
will have to shifttheir plants. In the mat- 
ter of charcoal iron, too, this correspondent 
makes the point that in the north ironmakers 
have to pay 90 cents per cord for cutting 
wood,while in Tennessee, Georgia and Ala- 
bama wood is chopped at from 35 to 50 cents 
per cord, 

But other large industries in the north are 
also having trouble with labor. Northern 
labor is distontented, always ready to strike, 
and at tin’es it threatens violence. Southern 
labor is contented, opposed to strikes, and 
its relation; with capital are always ami- 
cable. 

One doeg not have to ponder very long 
over the sit ation to come to the conclusion 
that the px sence in the south of millions of 
negroes wil! have an important bearing upon 
the rapid Boilding up of our industries. In 
the course Ms time they will be employed in 
certain lin@s of labor, while the whites will 
be found ig’thers. There will be no com: 
petition between the races, and no friction. 
What is reafiy needed in this section is not 
fewer blacks, but more whites. In the 
course of a few years, with a largely pre- 
ponderant white population, the blacks will 
be nomore of a .disturbing element here 
than they are now in the northern states. 

From every possible point of view the 
south isthe most inviting field under the 
aun for capital, immigration and enterprise. 
The facts speak for themselves.

Tariff Reform and Free Silver. 

In an editorial on ‘Tariff Reform ‘Or’ 
Free Silver,’ our contemporary, The Macon 
Telegraph, while claiming to be heartily in 
favor of the free coinage of silver, suggests 
that it will be the safer policy to subordinate 
the silver to the tariff issue. 

The main reason given for this extraordi- 
nary suggestion is the alleged fact that the 
east is almost solid against free silver. The 
Telegraph is too faint-hearted. In our fight 
for financial reform two things are insepa- 
rably linked together--an_ honest tariff and 
free silver. It will bea barren victory to 
reform the tariff and yet leave the gold bugs 
free to contract the currency, or prevent its 
expansion. 

Tariff Reform AND Free Silver is the 
democratic position, and why should any 
part of it be abandoned. 

These are twin issues, of equal importance, 
and the democratic party cannot consistently 
or intelligently subordinate one to the other. 
In order to defeat the schemes of the gold 
bugs we must have a double metallic stand- 
ard, and by the free coinage of silver grad- 
ually expand the currency, rendering spec- 
ulative contraction and panics impossible. 

Instead of cowering before the dreaded 
east, the better policy is to begin a silver 
and tariff crusade in that section. The gold 
bugs will not be converted, but the masses 
can be. Senator Stewart’s experience in 
Boston is a pointer. When the Nevada sen- 
ator, the other night, began his speech: for 
free silver the people hissed him, but after 
he had clearly stated the case, and argued 
the question, the audience responded with 
enthusiastic cheers. The thing to dois to 
send other men like Stewart through the 
east. Instead of yielding to that section we 
must convert its voters, and let its monopo- 
lists do their worst, as they are certain to do, 
whether we court them or fight them. 

If we are struggling for financial reform 
we must link the tariff and silver issues to- 
gether. An honest tariff is important, but 
honest money is equally so. If a robber 
tariff is a great evil, so is a robber monetary 
system. We cannot afford to spare one in 
order to strike down the other. 

Let us have no truckling, time-serving, 
timid policy of subordinating or ignoring one 
vital question when every consideration of 
justice and the public welfare demands that 
the fight shall be made for both. This is no 
time for democrats to doubt, or waver, or 
lag behind. 


The Ravages of the Grip. 

Too much humidity this winter has been 
the chief cause of the prevalence of the grip 
in the south and southwest. 

This disease is simply an old one known 
as influenza, Itis not peculiarly Russian, 
nor is it so essentially French as to deserve 
the name la grippe. It is the old, trouble- 
some influenza, and nothing else. 

Unfortunately, this season the conditions 
of the weather for months past have been 
favorable to the propagation of the malady, 
and until we have clear, cool dry weather 
we may expect it to linger with us. Never in 
the same period of time have we seen so 
many deaths announced in the Georgia 
papers, and never except duringa yellow 
fever epidemic have so many deaths been 
reported from New Orleans, and other locali- 
ties in the southwest. This exceptional 
mortality is all due to the grip. 

The persistent, aggressive nature of the 
disease during the present winter has caused 
some surprise. Here in Atlanta there are 
persons who fell victims to the grip three 
months ago, and have not yet fully re- 
covered. After being cured of the first 
attack they suffered a relapse every time 
the weather changed and every time they 
went into the open air. 

It is evident that we are not yet out of 
danger, and so long as humid conditions 
prevail the utmost care in guarding against 
exposure will be the safest course. It is 
sometimes well to err on the side of pru- 
dence. 


Sherman’s Cotton Currency. 

If General Sherman had lived it is possi- 
ble that the farmers’ sub-treasury scheme, 
‘providing for advances on cotton and other 
crops by the government, would have found 
favor in his eyes. 

A story told of him while in Memphis 
during the war shows that his ideas of a cir- 
culating medium were carried to an extreme 
limit. On one occasion he visited the office 
of The Memphis Argus and warned the edit. 
ors not to be too free with their pencils if 
they desired to keep out of trouble. 

One of the editors asked the general if 
nothing could be done to increase the cur- 
rency circulation. There was no small 
change, and the people were getting along 
with soda water checks issued by a popular 
confectioner. 

' Sherman comprehended the situation, and 
atonce said: ‘‘Cotton is king here. Make 
cotton your currency. It is now worth $l a 
pound. Make half-pound packages repre- 
sent 50 cents, quarter-pound packages 
25 cents, andso on. Cottonis the wealth 
of the south right now; turn it into eur. 
rency.”’ The objection was made that the 
cash drawers would not hold such bulky 
currency. ‘Then make them larger,’’ was 
the answer, and with that he walked off. 

[FNow, this idea modified under a system 
that would enable the government to hold 
the cotton in warehouses, and issue cotton 
certificates, is the plan of certain advanced 
thinkers among the farmers. What Sher- 
man proposed as a war expedient is capable 
of being expanded and utilized in times of 


peace. 
Whether such a scheme should be pre-

The council regards the proposition with 
favor, it is understood, and an ordinance 
carrying out these suggestions will be intro- 
duced at its next session and passed. Citi- 
zens generally will heartily endorse such 


action.

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IEBOADS CAN SHIFT OARS 
3088 WHITEHALL STREET, 


The Crossing Ordinance Being Suspended 
Until Then—The Freight Blockade At- 
tracts the Attention of the Council. 


The railroads have been given permission to 
use the tracks at Whitehall, Pryor and Loyd 
street crossings until Saturday at 12 o’clock. 

So if you have to wait at the crossings, re- 
member that the good of the city causes this 
inconvenience. 

Something must be done to aid the roads in 
raising the freight blockade. The railroads 
suffer from this, but they are by no means the 
only sufferers. For weeks the merchants 
of the city have complained of their 
inability to secure gouds consigned to them and 
they were unable, therefore, to fill their orders. 
The block in the yards made the delivery of 
cars practically impossible, and the plentitude 
of mud placed unloading and hauling in wag- 
ons beyond the pale of possibility. 

The worst crush has been in the Western and 
Atlantic yards. Last week they presented 
their condition to Mayor Hemphill who gave 
them a temporary permit to shift cars across 
the crossings in day time. The matter came up 
before the council yesterday afternoon, and 
after a good deal of discussion, the ordinance 
prohibiting such shifting was suspended until 
noon Saturday. 

The matter came up on the petition of Ala- 
bama street merchants, who asked that the 
Western and Atlantic be given the right to 
use the proscribed tracks for a week or ten 
days. This was accompanied by a petition 
from the railroad company, and Mr. J. L. 
Dickey, general freight agent, was on hand to 
explain matters to the city fathers. 

As soon as the petitions had been read, Mr. 
Woodward was on his feet to oppose their 
adoption. 

“The law is a good one,”’ he said, “‘and ought 
not to be tampered with. The fault in 
this case seems to be with the railroad which, 
since this new lease, doesn’t seem to have 
enough cars. The road should be made to get 
the cars. The only way to make the roads re- 


spect this law is to enforce it at alltimes. This - 


is the only protection the people have.”’ 

Mr. Rice talked in the same strain. 

Mr. Dickey was then invited to explain the 
situation. He said thatif anvbody could de- 
vise any other means to secure the relief the 
company needed, he would gladly accept it. 
As it has been, the company was absolutely 
unable to make delivery of goods, and the 
merchants suffered. In reply to a 
question, Mr. Dickey said that if the company 
were allowed to shift cars in day time for a 
week, the trouble would, in his opinion, be at 
an end. 

Mr. Hulsey agreed with Mr. Woodward and 
Mr. Rice as to the necessity for enforcing this 
law as it stands, but he thought this a great 
exception and the council ought to do all in 
its power to relieve the situation. 

**There never has been in the history of At- 
lanta,’’ said Mr. Turner, ‘‘a freight blockade 
equal to the one from which the roads are 
now suffering,’’ and he agreed with Mr. 
Hulsey. 

Mr. Reinhardt spoke against the request of 
the merchants. Mr. Hutchison and Mr, 
McBride took the view that a suspension of the 
ordinance for a few days did not mean to annul 
it, and they said they were willing to grant 
this petition. 


The motion to suspend came from Mr. Hen- 
drix. Mr. Rice wanted everybody to go on 
record, and called for the ayes and nays. Only 
Messrs. Woodward, Reinhardt, Shropshire, 
Rice and Holbrook voted against the motion, 
twelve of their fellows voting for it. 


The Freight Agents Meet. 

A meeting of the local freight agents was held 
in the freight office of the Georgia road last even- 
ing, at which officers for a car service association 
were elected and a set of carservice rules adopted. 

The names of the officers and the nature of 
the rules are withheld from publication pend- 
ing the approval of the plan by the general freight 
agents of the different roads represented at the 
meeting. 

For several weeks pasta freight blockade has 
been on in Atlanta. Several reasons are assigned 
as the.causes of the blockade. First the weather 
has been bad, next the consignees have been slow 
in unloading their freight, and lastly the immense 
influx of business has overtaxed the capacity of 
the yards. 

For forty-two consecutive days Atlanta has had 
rain. Ifnot during the whole twenty-four hours, 
at least one or two hours out of the twenty-four. 
That is probably the principal reason for the 
blockade. Shippers cannot cart away in the rain 
such commodities as flour, sugar, and the like; 
which are subject to permanent damage from 
wet weather. 

The greater part of the Atlanta consignments 
are handied by brokers. A broker will order a 
consignwent of flour from Minneapolis, and upon 
ite arrival here he must find a customer before it 
can be unloaded and delivered. If it is below 
grade he finds it difficult to dispose of it, 
and allows it to lie around im the cars until 
such timeas he can finda customer. This is one 
great source of delay tothe railroads. A box car 
at this time of year is worth probably §20 to $30 a 
day to the road, butif the iatter were to charge 
damage to thatamount it would be pronounced 
extortion. 

There will doubtless be many who will look upon 
this movement as one designed to grind the ship- 
per and generally opposed to the best interests of 
the patrons of the roads. *But the freight agents 
declare decidedly that such is not the case, and 

oint to the existence of similar organizations in 

‘hicago, Memphis, Chattanooga, Birmingham, 
and other cities, which do not in the least impose 
on the shipper. but on the contrary establish a 
unanimity of action and save to the roads thous- 
ands of dollars of useless expenditure yearly. 

A car-service association in this city will cer- 
tainly be a great pat an for the roads, and the 

romoters thereof will have the examples of sim- 

r organizations all over the country to profit by. 

The roads entering Atlanta, while they are not 
seriously menaced by the blockade, are neverthe- 
less hampered by it and the confusion which nec- 
essarily results. One thing is certain, there is not 
enough of track room for an already vast business 
that is constantly on the increase. 

The Western and Atlantic road realizes this fact 
toa greater extent, probably, than any other 
road, and it is taking measures that will, to some 
extent obviate the difficulty. The old car shops 
are about to be torn down and on 
the ground will ve laid five tracks, 
each of which will bolda train of twenty freight 
cars—100in all. This will prove a great boon 
both to the road and a as they will be 
accessible to teams. summer, when the 
ground isdry and business has slickened up, 
the main line will be shifted to 
what is now the outside track and all 
the vacant space on the right-of-way from Simp- 
son street into the oil house will be devoted to 
side tracks. That willbe a grand improvement 
for the road, and will prepare it for next winter’s 
business, if not for those succeeding. 

The other roads report that they are still receiy- 
ing all freights offered, and anticipate nothin 
serious before things are finally cleared up. G 
weather is all that 1s need now to get every car 
out of the way. —

General of the Army.

With the death of Sherman this title completely 
disappears from our military system. 

It has been held by three men only. It was 
created in 1866 by act of congress and conferred 
npon Grant. Sherman then succeeded Grant as 
lieutenant general, and when the latter took his 
seat as presidentin March, 1869, the former be- 
came general of the army. 

In 1884 Sherman was put on the retired list with 
the title which he held to the time of his death. 
In the active service the office by provision of 
law became vacant and the title extinct, Sheridan 
being commander of the army with the rank of 
lieutenant general. 

In 1888, just before Sheridan’s death, the rank 
of lieutenant general was abolished and that of 
general revived, with the understsnding that 
Sheridan should be made general, and the express 
provision that the title should continue only 
during his life. 

Since that time the head of 


the army has been @ 
major general.

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The City Council in Session—No Minors 
in Billiard Rooms—Street Railway 
Matters. 


The city will have a probably have a pur- 
chasing agent. 

The need of such an official was presented 
to the general council at its session yesterday 
in a letter from Mayor Humphill. © 

In this letter he sets forth the great amount 
of money disbursed by the city annually, and 
he gives his reasons for thinking that the in- 
terest of the city demands some officer who 
shall devote his time to this particular branch 
of the city’s needs. 

The mayor’s letter was as follows: 

FEBRURRY 16.—To the General Council—Gentle- 
men :The city of Atlanta should,in my opinion,have 
& purchasing agent. Atlanta, through its officials, 
now receives and disburses annually $1,500,000; 
and as the city grows the revenues and disburse- 
ments increase, this vast sum of money increas- 
ing with each year, should be judicially expended, 
and in order to do this a purchasing agent should 
control and distribute to the departménts of the 
city government every article neede@ for their 
proper maintevance and support. Noone doubts 
that every class of goods can be purchased 
lots much cheaper than in small quantities from 
time to time as they are needed, which 
is now the practice. { believe thousands 
of dollars can be saved the city annually by 
judicions purchase by contract to the lowest bid- 
der of everything needed for the use of the city, 

Ido not believe it best to entrust the purchase 
and distribution of so large an amount to one per- 
son, but think it should be done under the super- 
vision of a board of contract and supplies com- 
posed of the mayor, finance committee and comp- 
troller. Sucha board should be empowered by 
your honorable body tw advertise for bids for sup- 
plies of every character needed by the various de- 
partments of the city government and let it to the 
lowest bidder, such contracts not to be valid and 
binding upon the city until confirmed by the 
generat council. Supplies for the different de- 
partments should then be furnished by the 
purchasing agent only, and proper requisitions 
from’ the heads of the departments 
approved by the committee of council having the 
oversight of the same, in no case to exceed the 
annual appropriations of each department. 

I recommend the adoption by your honorable 
body of an ordinance creating the position of 
purchasing agent and alsoa board of contracts 
and supplies as suggested above. Respectfully,

This letter was referred to the finance and 
ordinance committees, and an ordinance em- 
bodying the mayor’s views will doubtless be 
reported to the next council.

Relief from Double Taxes. 

Alderman Reinhardt introduced an important 
resolution, which will furnish much-desired relief 
to many needy people. 

He recites the fact that through the efficiency 
ofthe tax assessors, some 15,000 tax fi. fas. have 
been issued for 1890 against defaulters who failed 
to give in their taxes. Most of these are 
very poor, and only pay the city poll or 
street tax. While they should have given in, 
it is true, most of them were ignorant of the 
late amendment of the city charterdouble taxing 
them for failing to give in their taxes. Asa rule 
they are poor, and in many cases they are young 
men not yet twenty-one years of age. 

After citing these facts in a ‘“whereas.’”’ Mr. 
Reinhardt’s resolution provided that all those 
against whom these fi. fas. had been issued be re- 
lieved of the double or extra tax, if they pay be- 
fore March 15th; and to those who have paid this 
extra charge, it is to be refunded. 

This resolution was adopted unanimously by the 
common council and at the meetiug of the board 
of aldermen held later that action was ratified. 

Water Has Accumulated. 

The board of health called the attention of the 
council to the fact that a great deal of water had 
accumulated in some parts of the city where cit 
work is being done and urged that it be carried 
off. Standing as itis, the board’s communication 
stated, the water is dangerous to health and the 
city may have some suits on its hands in conse- 
quence. 

Mr. Shropshire thought the commissioner of 
public works ought to drain this off before he 
does anything else, and introduced a resolution to 
that effect. The other members didn’t agree with 
him, and Mr. Shropshire’s. motion was tabled. 

A New City Officer. 

Hon. John T. Glenn will resume his connection 
with the board of education. 

The resignation of Major Berkeley from the 
board—made necessary by his removal to another 
city—was accepted yesterday, and ex- Mayor Glenn 
was elected to the place. Mr. Glenn and Mr. J.C. 
Kimball were nominated. Mr. Glenn received 12 
votes, and Mr. Kimball 6. 

Street Kailway Matters. 

The electric committee reported adversely to 
the petition for permission to put a line on 
Jones street. 

The petition of the Atlanta, West End and Fort 
McPherson railway for the right to use the For- 
syth-street bridge came back with this endorse- 
ment: ‘*We recommend that this be held until 
the bridge be built.”’ 

The Chattahoochee Electric Railway Company’s 
petition was granted, with a number of condi- 
tions attached. The committee stipulates that 
electricity shail be the motive power; that the 
city reserves the right to say when a double 
track shall be laid and where the 
tracks shall goon the Jones avenue bridge. It 
also reserves to the city the right to condemn for 
the use of any other line any portion of this com- 
pany’s tracks it may see fit. Thereare the usual 
provisions about the share of: paving that the 
company is to do, and it is provided that work 
must be begun in earnestin three months, and 
the road must be finished in twelve months. 

New Lights. 

Mr. Hendrix reported a number of new lights for 
different paris of the city. Mr. Woodward took 
exception to the location of the arc lights, and 
tried to make some changes, but the council stuck 
by the committeegreport. 

Venable Bros’. Proposition Accepted. 

The proposition of Venable Bros. relative to 
street paving—providing for a five years’ contract 
and payment by installments—was accepted. 

That is to say, an ordinance was passed author- 
izing the contract to be made. 

The “repealing ordinance”’ was passed first, and 
then the “contract ordinance,” and after the 
meeting of the council this action was concurred 
in by the aldermanic board. 

No Billiards or Pool for Minors. 

The minor who wishes to play poo) or billiards 
hereafter must have a written permit from his 
parent or guardian. 

Otherwise the minor will be punished, and also 
the keeper of the pool or billiard room, by fine or 
imprisonment, or both. 

Not only that. Under the same penalty, the 
minor is prohibited from even entering a pool or 
billiard room without a permit.

NEW YORK, February 16.—The stock market showed 
no change in its general dullness and lack of character 
today, but the temper of speculation, if such it may be 
called, was most decidedly stronger. Grangers, Gould's 
andVanderbilt’s led upward movement in the active list, 
first named being most prominent and scoring largest 
final advances. There was, however, very little interest 
msplayed in course of prices outside of professional 
element. Foreigners were, if anything, most powerful 
influence, and London this morning came higher while 
all arbitrage houses bought in early trading, especially 
of St. Paul and Louisville and Nashville. Union Pacific, 
Rock Island and Burlington followed while certain 
specialties exhibited marked strength at times. In- 
dustrials were very dull until afternoon when distillers 
which had been drooping was suddenly lifted on 
declaration of dividend, nearly 4 per cent, The trad- 
ing of the day was accomplished principally in the 
first and last hours, between which times there was 
dullness and stagnation of most intense sort.

NEW YORK, February 16.—[Special.}|—As foreshad- 
owed on Saturday spinners purchased rather freely in 
Liverpool today, though the sales appear to have been 
effegted by shading the prices previously insisted upon, 
A slight decline in the arrival market is their response 
to the heavy movement of Saturday at the ports, but 
in our own market values have declined so steadily 
since the middle of January that merchants are dis- 
posed to wait for fresh light on the cotton situation. 
No signs of exhaustion can be detected in the move- 
ment of our crop, receipts at-the ports keeping fully 
up to the estimates, and at the reported interior towns 
they continue largely in excess of last season, despite 
the weather conditions which are reported as check- 
ing the movement.

THE CHICAGO MARKET. 


Features of the Speculative Movement im 
Grain and Provisions. 

CHICAGO, February 16—Hutchinson was selling 
wheat, corn, oats and provisions, and his was the dom- 
inating local influence in the grain pits. Fluctuations 
in May were confined to 97'4@97%@as the highest for 
the first hour. After touching 98}¢c there was a break 
on free selling to 97%4@973¢c, but there was a little re- 
covery before the close. 

Corn was generally rather firm except during the 
break in wheat, in which it sold off somewhat in sym- 
pathy. There was no news of importance affecting 
values, and local influences governed trade throughout, 
which was light, 

Oats were about steady. The market was quiet, at- 
tracting little attention outside of the local scalping 
crowd. 

Provision business was dull and generally heavy in 
tone without especial cause iu anything which cropped 
up today to account for the downward tendency of 
prices. Receipts of hogs were rather under previous 
estimates, but there was no activity in the demand for 
them. There was more than enough for all who wanted 
anything in the line of provisions, and at th6 close 
pork was 12\¢c lower than at the corresponding time 
on Saturday, having, in the course of the day been 5c 
lower than the price it closed at. Lard closed at 100 
decline since Saturday and the decline in ribs is 5c.

CHICAGO, February 16.—Unfavorable reports of the 
growing crop from abread including firm cables and 
the prospect ofa cold wave stalking down into the 
winter wheat region has been the element of strength 
in the wheat market today. The receipts are unusually 
large for this time of year. 

Our largest local speculators are inclined to the bear 
side but not disposed to trade very much and bélievers 
in present prices of wheat are not inclined to invest so 
long as liberal receipts continue, and the consequence 
is we have a dull, featureless market, with fluctuations 
within a narrow range. ae 

Receipts of corn were quite liberal and sample lots 
were in the buyers’ favor. The speculative grades 
were about the same as last week, May closing at about 
the same figure as Saturday. 

Receipts of oats were quite large, offerings were ab- 
sorbed without any change in the price prevailing the 
latter part of fast week. 

There was a fair trade in the hog product principally 
in mess pork for May delivery which suffered a decline 
of some 10 to 15cents per barrel caused by the selling 
out of some pretty good lines held by speculators who 
became discouraged by the large receipts of hogs. 
Should that kind of selling continue it is very difficult 
to predict what the price of May pork will be before a 
large portion of the large speculative holdings are sold 
out.
